BQ received top 
eschelon, highly reliable source information shortly afterward 
that DI BERNARDO. had been murdered by other members of the 
Gambino LCN Family. DI BERNARDO had been a partner in Star 
Distributors, a major nationwide distributor of pornographic 
materials/literature based in New York City.

The enclosed teletype from Miami indicates Gambino LCN 
Family Soldier NATALE RICHICHI is currently under investigation 
by Miami for the possible extorting of money from an individual 
involved in the pornography business. As stated in the Miami 
teletype, RICHICHI did meet with GOTTI in the Spring of 1987, in 
Ft. Lauderdale. However, extremely reliable source information, 
obc^ained in New York, revealed RICHICHI was trying to ingraciate 
himself with the new "Boss" and pornography was not a topic, of 
discussion. 

Miami teletype also indi cated RICHICH I has frequently 
travelled to New. York and- met wth i I and ANTHONY 

MASCUZ’ZIO, who are part of GOTTI 's crew i n New Y ork. MASCUZZIO 
is a recently "made" Gambino soldier, and I I is an associate 

of MASCUZIO's. Excellent source coverage of MASCUZZIO indicates 
his activities are primarily centered, on coc aine di stribution, 
loan sharking, gambling and murder. Neither ! I nor MASCUZZIO 

is reported to be involved in pornography.
